blocking of th e bowel may occur, togeth er 
with v om iting and loss of weigh t. 
To m ake a definite diagnosis, X -ray 
ex am ination of th e bowel is necessary . 
Acute attacks of th e disease may be like 
th ose of ap p endicitis. 
Th e disease may 
also be confused w ith tuberculosis of th e 
bowel or 
am ebic 
dy sentery . 
Its 
ex act 
cause h as not been found. 
Once th is condition h as been diag­ 
nosed, th e m ost effectiv e trea tm e n t 
is 
surgery . 
An op eration is p erform ed in 
wh ich th e affected area of th e bowel is 
remov ed, if th e p atien t can stand it; if 
not, a sh ort-circuiting op eration is p er­ 
form ed so th a t m aterials in th e bow’el do 
not p ass th rough th e diseased 
p ortion. 
Th e op eration will not h alt th e p rogress 
of th e condition, but, w ith it, th e p atient 
may rem ain in fair h ealth and is often 
com p letely free of sy mp toms. 
M edical treatm en t is m uch less effec­ 
tiv e, but seems to be beneficial in a few 
cases. 
Such treatm en t consists in p rop er 
regulation of th e diet 
and 
th e 
use 
of 
drugs wh ich cut down bowel contractions.
